STABBED TO DEATH 
BY HOUSEKEEPER 
IN DRUNKEN ROW 


Stonecutter, Attacked 
Her With Chair, Mrs. 
Lily Johnson Says. 


Police summoned to the house 
at 1641 Sublette avenue at 2:15 
o'clock this afternoon found| 
Frank H. Bowenkamp, 33-year- 
old stone-cutter, stabbed to death 
with a paring knife, and Mrs. 
Lily Johnson,. 44, with whom he 
was living, in hysterics. 

Mrs. Johnson, who was under 
the influence of liquor, according 
to police, sobbed out the tale of a 
long continued quarrel which end- 
ed tragically at 1p. m. when, 
threatened by Bowenkamp with a 
chair, she seized her paring 
knife and, stabbed him above the 
heart. 

“We hada fight last night,” 
Mrs. Johnson suid to Police Capt. 
White of the Mounted District.’’ 
We had been drinking. He lost 
his head and struck me. We fell 
asleep but then we started fighting 
again this morning. 

“We kept on fighting and drink- 
ing until about 1 o'clock. Frank 
lost his head then ani picked up 
a chair. He started after me and 
missed me. I had my paring knife 
and I stabbed him. Then he fell.” 

The blade of the knife severed 
the artery above the heart. Bow- 
enkamp lived only a few minutes. 
Police were not called until more 
than an hour after he died. | 

The body was taken to the 
Morgue and Mrs. Johnson was held 
for an inquest tomorrow. 

Bowenkamp, according to police, 
had been living with Mrs. Johnson 
for more than a year. Police have 
been called to their home several 
times in the past few months to 
quiet brawls, wher both had been 
drinking.

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MARION, N. C., Oct. 2.—Two 
men were killed, another was fa- 
| tally injured and 19 men and one 
woman were wounded, 12 seriously, 
in a fight between union and non- 
union workers at te Marion 
Manufacturing Co. cotton u ill here 
today. 

The trouble started at 1 a. m. 
when 80 members of the United 
Textile Workers of America, which 
recently settled a strike at the mill, 
walked out and formed a picket 
line outside the mill gate. 

At 6:30 o’cleock this morning, 
when shifts changed, several fights 
started. Sheriff O. F. Adkins and 
a number of deputies intervened. 


Some one fired a shot and in a few 
minutes there was a general fusil- 
lade.. 


The Dead and Wounded. 


The dead are Sam Vickers and 
Randolph Hall, union members, 
and George Jonas. 

Those shot were: T. L. Carver, 
A. M. Coon, W. M. Sparks, Miss 
Lucy Sparks, Rose Minish, L. 8. 
Long, W. S. Black, Kermit Fender, 
Elsie Ballard, Luther Bryson, 
James Roberts, John Wykle, 
George McComb, James Mills and 
Deputy Sheriffs Ed Cannon, Cc.

Sheriff O. F. Adkins and Depu- 
ties William - .ggerstaff and Allie 
Stepp were injured with clubs. 

Strikers say that some one of the 
Sheriff's force, called out after the 
strike started, fired the first shot. 
Sheriff Adkins said that it started 
when he was struck.on the head by 
a club in the hands of a striker. 
He said that he dnd some of his 
deputies started to handcuff his as- 
sailant and that persons in the 
strikers’ picket line opened fire on 
them. 

The Sheriff announced that he 
had telegraphed Gov. O. Max Gard- 
ner for troops. 

All of those shot except Kermit 
Fender and. Elzie Ballard were 
members of the union, it was stated. 

Mill on Open Shop Basis. 

The Marion Manufacturing Co. 
resumed operations on an open 
shop basis three weeks ago after 
having been closed for two months 
due to a walkout of many of their 
employes who were members of the 
United Textile Workers’ Union. 
This strike was followed by clos- 
ing down of the Clinchfield Manu- 
facturing Co. mill two miles’ dis- 
tant. 

There were a number of clashes 
at the Marion Manufacturing Co. 
mill during the early days of the 
strike but nobody was seriously 
hurt. When the Clinchfield mill 
prepared to resiime work two com- 
panies of National Guardsmen were 
sent to the villages but as no trouble 
occurred they were brought to Ma- 
rion and billeted. 

Later a nonunion worker moved 
into a company house at the 
Clinchfield mill, and alleged strik- 
ers and sympathizers threw the 
furniture out of the house and beat 
Deputy Sheriffs who interferred. 

Troops wete sent back to the 
village and two additional com- 
panies called out. Nearly 100 per- 
sons were arrested and 64 were 
indicted by the grand jury on 
charges of inciting, to riot and re- 
bellion.

Government Disputes His 
Claim That Acquittal

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Albert 
B. Fall, Secretary of the Interior 
in the Harding Cabinet and central 
figure in the naval oil lease cases, 


today appeared in the District of 


Columbia Supreme Court to enter

Fall’s trial is scheduled to begin 
next Monday but the former Secre- 
tary of the Interior was arraigned 
at his own request. He filed four 
special pleas, contending the in- 
dictment should be dismissed as 
constituting double jeopardy and 
violation of his constitutional 
rights, since he and Edward L. 
Doheny, oil magnate, were previ- 
ously tried and acquitted on a con- 
spiracy indictment based on the 
Elk Hills lease, in connection with 
which he was indicted on the bri- 
bery charge. 

« Justice William Hitz took Fall’s 
plea under advisement. 

Justice Hitz noted that the case 
was set for trial Monday and said 
he would dispose of the motion on 
‘or before that day. 

Doheny, who is charged with 
having given Fall $100,000 in the 
celebrated ‘‘little black bag,”” was 
in fourt, as were Mrs. Fall and the 
da@endant’s two daughters, Mrs. C.

For the third time in six months 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday criticised the 
methods of Government fprosecu- 
tors in the Federal Court here and 
reversed a conviction because of 
prejudicial remarks by Government 
counsel during the course of the 
trial. 

As a result, the case of Harry 
Turner, editor of “Much Ado,” who 
was sentenced in January, 1928, to 
two years in prison, and_ Alice 
Martin, owner of the magazine, 
who was fined $1000 for sending 
obscene matter through the mails, 
was remanded for a new trial. The 
case rested on the publication of 
an article discussing the Aimee 
Semple McPherson kidnaping case, 
which had been reprinted from the 
San Diego Herald. 

The Appellate Court’s opinion, 
written by Judge Booth and con- 
curred in by Judges Stone and 
Gardner, declare@the grounds for 
reversal were similar to those in 
the Heber Nations liquor law con- 
spiracy case, reversed in April, and 
in the Christian W. Beck mail fraud 
case, reversed in May. United 
States Attorney Breuer was criti- 
cised in the Nations reversal, and 
his assistant, C. J. Stattler, in the 
Beck and Turner-Martin reversals.

ON CITY WATER CHARGE 


$1000-a-Month Cost Likely to 
Curtail Activities, Vierheller 
Says in Report. 


A charge of more than $1000 a 
month for water has been made 
against the Zoo by the City Water 
Department and, as a result, the 
Zoo's carefully planned program of 
expansion may have to be curtailed, 
according to Zoo Director Vierhel- 


missioner Pape. 

The repért points out that. the 
Zoo: is charged at the water de- 
partment’s “educational rate,” 6 
cents for 100 cubic feet, although 
90 per cent of the water used at 
the Zoo is drained into the Forest 
Park lagoon system, which other- 
wise would have to be replenished 
by the Park Department. 
Park Department receives its water 
free. 

The charge was put into effect 
Feb. 1,. 1928, two weeks after the 
Missouri Supreme Court had up- 


and the Art Museum 
taxes provided for 
them by statute. Previously the 
institutions received their water 
free. All three are required to pay 
now, but the Zoo, with its pools 
fo. sea lions, alligators and birds, 
ifs running water in cages and the 
necessity for quantities of washing 
water, is by far the largest user of 


water. 

“A Municipal Institution.” 
Vierheller feels that while the 
water department may hav- a legal 
right to charge the Zoo for water, 
the Zoo, after all, is a municipal 
institution and to take its special 
tak funds, transferring them to the 
general tevenue of the water de- 
partment, is unwise as a matter of 
general municipal policy. 

“There is a health aspect also,” 

Vierheller said “If we are charged 
for water, naturally we're going to 
hold down our consumption as 
muchas possibie. That means that 
the water we drain into the lagoons 
will be stale when wé lei it go. 
People use the lagoons for boating 
and there is no method oa filling 
themgexcept from our drains. Last 
Sunday, for example, we hadn't 
turned any water in for several 
days, and the lagoons sr «lied of- 
fensively. 

“If we must be charved, in view 
of the lagoon situation I fcel that 
we at least ought to be charged a 
lower rate than six cents tor 100 
cubic feet.”

Presence of Its President, 
Edwin W. Grove Jr., in 
New York Gives Rise to 


Report.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The pres- 
ence of Edwin W. Grove Jr., presi- 


dent of the Paris Medicine Co. of 


St. Louis, in the East has revived 
reports that the firm is about to 
be sold for a consideration in ex- 
eess of $10,000,000. 

Grove arrived here last week. To- 
day a rumor was current in Wall 
street that negotiations were near- 
ing completion for the acquisition 
of the St. Louls enterprise by the 
Zonite Products Co,, which is un- 
derstood to have just obtained con- 
trol of Forhan’s, another large 
pharmaceutical concern. Grove 
could not be reached for a state- 
ment. 

A special meeting of Zonite 
stckholders has been called for 
Oct. 18 to vote on a proposal to in- 
crease the authorized capital from 
500,000 to 2,000,000 shares. It is 
planned to offer additional shares 
to stockholders at $30 a share in 
the ratio of one new for each four 
old shares held. ‘This increase, it 
is pointed out, will make it possi- 
ble to acquire one or more pharma- 
ceutical companies through an ex- 
change of ctock. 


Several Offers to Buy Business KRe- 
fused, Vice President Says. 


The Paris Medicine Co. has of- 
fices and a factory at 2652 Pine 
street. Officers, besides President 
Grove, are Frank U. Hammett, vice 
president; and William V. Curran, 
secretary-treasurer, 


In the absence of President 
Grove, Hammett declined to com- 
ment on the Wall Street report 
except to say that since the death 
of Edwin W. Grove Sr., founder 
of the company, in January, 1927, 
frequent offers had been made to 
buy the company. To these the 
son and successor replied that the 
business was not for sale. Ham- 
mett said he had no knowledge of 
any negotiations by the Zonite 
Corporation. 

At the time of the death of 
Grove Sr., the Paris Medicine Co., 
in which he owned two-thirds of 
the stock, was said to be worth 
$10,000,000 on the basis of its 
earnings. Since then the value is 
understood to have increased con- 
siderably. The company retains its 
original capitalization of $100,000. 
Its stock is closely held and is not 
listed on any exchange. 

Originally there were 12 stock- 
holders, most of them relatives and 
friends of Grove Sr., from Paris, 
Tenn., from which the company 
takes its name. It was in that 
town that Grove, operating a small 
drug store, conceived the idea of 
“tasteless quining.”’ As business 
grew, his factory was moved to St. 
Louis and developed to its present 
proportions with the aid of national 
advertising. 

There are now 46 stockholders, 
including heirs of the original 
backers of Grove. When Grove 
died, at the age of 76, he left an 
estate worth approximately $10,- 
000,000 to his widow, son and 
daughter, Mrs. Evelyn Grove Seely. 
The widow has since died. 


FIGHT WOMEN 


TENTATIVELY ON 


PANTAGES JURY 


Group to Try Wealthy The- 
ater Owner for Assault Is 
Completed but Man Is 
Removed.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 2.— 
Attempts to select a jury in the 
trial of Alexander Pantages on a 
charge of criminally attacking Eu- 
nice Pringle, 17-year-old dancer, 
were resumed before Superior 
Judge Fricke today. 

At the opening of court 10 addi- 
tional veniremen were sworn in. 
Seven women and four men who 
remained in the box tentatively at 
the end of yesterday’s session, took 
their places and another man was 
called. He soon was dismissed, 
however, when he told the Court 
he had reached an opinion about 
the case, and a woman _ replaced 
him. 

Thirty-five prospective jurors 
were in the courtroom, 25 of whom 
were women. The theatrical mag- 
nate, accompanied by his son, 
Lloyd, was seated at the defense 
counsel table. His accuser was 
under guard in the District Attor- 
ney’s office, awaiting pamipletion 
of the jury. 

The State opened the trial with 
a motion to dismiss one of the two 
charges against Pantages. Fitts 
contended that should Pantages be 
tried-on both the assault charge 
and a charge of assault by force 
upon a minor, complications might 
arise as a result of a recent Ap- 
pelate Court ruling, and asked that 
the second count be dismissed. The 
defense objected. 

Judge Fricke ruled the _ de- 
fense was assumed to 0be pre- 
pared t o combat both charges 
and agreed with Fitts that possible 
complications and a reversal might 
result in the event of conviction on 
only one count. Granting of the 
dismissal was followed by an un- 
successful attempt by the defense 
to delay the trial. 

Defense attorneys asked pros- 
pective jurors: “Would you 
believe, with the same degree of 
credibility, the testimony of a 54- 
year-old man if it should be the 
only contradiction of a story told 
by a 17-year-old girl?” All venire- 
men answered “Yes.” 

Jurors who admitted a prejudice 
against Pantages because his wife, 
Mrs, Lois Pantages, recently was 
convicted of manslaughter in an 
automobile accident, were excused. 

District Attorney Fitts said the 
State would open with an effort to 
establish the age of Miss Pringle 
at 17 years. The defense is ex- 
pected to attempt to prove the girl 
is more than 18.

The Guthrie section of enclosed 
sewer begins south of the park, 
near the Evens-Howard Brick 
plant, and after crossing the south- 
eastern portion of the park in a 
northerly direction, joins the Cal- 
lahan section sewer at Union 
poulevard, near Lindell. drive, the 
northern boundary of the park. 

The Callahan section, beginning 
at Union boulevard, rufs westward 
along the park’s north boundary 
for more than a mile, The junc- 
tion chamber of the two sewers 
at Union boulevard—one a single 
tube sewer, 32 feet in diameter, and 
the other a double tube sewer— 
will be 70 feet long, 60 feet wide, 
about 35 feet deep.

Mirror of Sun Goddess _ 
'  Carrried to New Shrine 


Impressive 2000 - Year - Old Japanese Cere- 
monial Performed by Torch Light 
‘in the Grove of Ise. 


By the Associated Press. 


UJI-YAMADA, Oct. 2. — The 
treasures of the inner shrine at 
Ise including the mirror of the sun 
goddess, were carried tonight from 
the buildings which have sheltered 
them for the last 80 years to the 
new temple on the alternative plot 
350 yards to the west. 

The pathway ran through a 
deep, dark evergreen grove, lighted 
by pine torches. The priests and 
other participants of the procession 
wore the ceremonial robes of the 
ancient court of the Mikados. The 
whole ceremony was as faithful as 
possible a reproduction of the rites 
performed by Shinto priests 20006 
years ago. 

The procession was formed 
about the sacred mirror, one of 
the three sacred treasures of the 
Japanese nation, believed by the 
devout to have come down through 
the ages from the sun goddess 
herself and to contain the spirit of 
that deity, the most worshiped 
figure in the national pantheon. 
For centuries, it is said, no human 
eye has beheld it, not even the 
Emperor, whko, himself is consid- 
ered a divinity. It is in the custody 
of a few chosen priests, who them- 
selves dare not remove its brocade 
covering. As the coverings wear 
out a new one is placed over the 
old, but the mirror is never un- 
covered. 

The mirror of Ise is believed by 
the Orthodox Japanese to have 
been the gift of the sun goddess, 
Amaterasu-O-Mi-Kami, to her 
grandson, Kinigi-No-Mikoto, whose 
great-grandson becam? the legeni- 
ary first Emperior of Japan as 
Jimmu Tenno. The sun goddess 
gave her grandson this injunction: 
“Regard this mirror as my soul 
and neglect not to worship it and 
make obeisance before it as to my 
own person. The duration of the 
imperial throne shall be co-eternal 
with heaven and earth.”

Just- before 8 o'clock the high 
priest, the imperial messenger and 
ritualists entered the inner shrine, 
whither the Premier and other lay 
dignitaries could not follow. The 
high priest read an address to the 
spirit of the sun goddess announc- 
ing the completion of her new tem- 
ple, after which the mirror was 
carried out and the procession 
formed. It was joined by the Pre- 
mier and other officials at the 
fence surrounding the shrine. At 
the head of the procession were 
torchbearers. carrying archaic 
weapons, shields, spears, bows and 
arrows, together with new offer- 
ings of fine robes. Then came the 
mirror followed by the lay officials. 

Simultaneously with the solemn 
processional at Ise, the Emperor, 
in the palace at Tokio, surrounded 
by the other members of the imme- 
diate imperial family, worshipped 
facing toward the Southwest, in tne 
direction of the Ise temples. 

The removal of the outer shrine 
of Ise, dedicated t» the grain god- 
dess, Toyouke, virtually a repetition 
of the removal! of the sun goddess’ 
shrine, will be carried out the eve- 
ning of Oct. 5. This temple was 
built 480 years after the inner 
shrine, which is reputed to date 
from ¢ B. C. 

Fewer than 300 persons took 
part in the rites but approximately 
15,000 privileged ones’ were admit- 
ted to the cuter precincts of the 
shrines to witness parts of the cer- 
emony. 

The foreign diplomats who were 
imperial guests at the Kyoto en- 
thronement last November were 
not invited to the Ise observances. 
There were a few non-Japanese, 
however, among the onlookers, 
since for the first time in history 
foreign news correspondents had 
special facilities for witnessing this 
unique survival of ancient ritual,

Comptroller of Currency 
Favors Expansion Within 
Districts Prescribed by 
Congress. 


SAYS. THIS IS BETTER 
THAN GROUP BANKING 


Missouri Finance Commis- 
sioner Speaks in Favor of 
Organized Co-Operation 
Among State Depositories 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Qct. 2.—Ex- 
tension of Uranch banking by na- 


tional bankg was advocated today 
by John W. Pole, Comptroller of 
the Currency; who urged revision 
of existing law to make this pos- 
sible. 

In the address he prepared for 
delivery before the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, he suggested that 
national banks be permitted to es- 
tablish branches within their Fed- 
eral reserve districts or within 
aréas prescribed by Caopgress. This, 
he asserted, would make the na- 
tional banking system more attrac- 
tive to state banks and cure what 
he described as a fundaméntal 
weakness in the country’s banking 
system. 

The Comptroller said 


under adequate safeguards, such as 
intensified Government supervision 
and the requirement of parent 
banks to be capitalized sufficiently 
to meet the responsibility of its 
branches. Further, he added, the 
Comptroller should have authority 
over establishment and removal of 
branches. 
Growth of Group Banking. 

Pole reviewed the growth of 
group banking, through which large 
financial corporations control many 
smal! banks. This form of bank- 
ing, he said, had grown without 
authority of law in recent years un- 
til it might eventually displace the 
present system of country unit 
banks and he offered his branch 
banking plan as an alternative. 
Group banking,. the Comptroller 
said, was more cumbersome and ex- 
pensive than branch banking but 
was the only way under the na- 
tional banking laws that large met- 
ropolitan banking groups \could ex- 
tend their services to country dis- 
tricts. 

Pole told the bankers that fig- 
ures available for the first eight 
months of 1929 showed that 62 na- 
tional banks and 403 state banks 
had failed, a condition that in a 
year of business stagnation and 
financial depression might have 
caused concern. The.great business 
activity of the last eight years, he 
said, had prevented such «a situa- 
tion, but also indicated through 
inafility of the sma!) banks to 
share the general prosperity that 
there was a fundamental weakness 
in the banking laws. 

Address by Cantley. 

Organized co-operation should be 
adopted fby banks if they are to 
survive as units and forestall 
branch banking through large and 
powerful financia] institutions, 5, 
L. Cantley, Finance Commissioner 
of Missouri, said in an address pre- 
pared for delivery before the con- 
vention. 

Commissioner Cantley, speaking 
“Organized Banking as the 
Basis of Sound Banxing,” told how 
this co-operation between banks as 
to credit losses, loans, etc., was 
proving the salvation of small 
banks and outlined: how the idea

“It is definitely known,” he said, 
“that many of our banks and espe- 
cially some institutions in our 
larger cities have increased their 
loans on collateral securities to 
peaks never before attained. Some 
of them are over loaned; in some 
cases they are borrowers, and in 
some cases even they are not bor- 
rowers, they have exhausted their 
secondary reserves. I know of a 
considerable number of large city 
banks whose only recourse to meet 
new and extraordinary demands 
for withdrawal of deposits, aside 
from calling customers’ loans, 
would be borrowing at the Federal 
Reserve Bank.” 

Conservative minds in high fi- 
nancial circles are gravely alarmed 
over the volume of credit employed 
carrying security loans, he _ said, 
therefore banks should keep ample 
loaning power in reserve, each 
bank president seeing to it that his 
firm is at all times liquid. He 
said he did not think it the duty of 
the Federal reserve system to as- 
sume full responsibility for the 
credit situation.

BRITAIN TO MAKE 
EGYPT PROPOSAL 
FOR NEW TREATY 


Foreign Minister Tells La- 
borite That Government 
Has No Intention of Giv- 
ing Up Palestine Mandate

BRIGHTON, England, Oct. 2.— 
Arthur Henderson, British Foreign 
Minister, told the Labor party con- 
ference here today that order had 
been completely restored in Paies- 
tine and energetic steps taken to 
bring to trial persons arrested in 
the recent rioting. 

He declared the British Govern- 

ment had no intehtion ‘of recon- 
sidering the tenure of its mandate. 
“Our policy,” he said. “is still and 
has always been subject to the 
condition that the civil and reli- 
gious rights of all inhabitants of 
Palestine, irrespective of race or 
religion, are at all times safeguard- 
ed.”

PARIS, Uct. 2.—Ten million dol- 
lars in gold, buried by Admiral 
Kolchak in Siberia during his re- 
treat before the Bolsheviki has 
been bought by a Parisian bank- 
er, according to the democratic 
Russian language newspaper Re- 
naissance, published here. The 
banker, the newspaper says, is ne- 
gotiating with the Soviet Govern- 
ment, to give it half of the money 
in return for permission to trans- 
port the rest of it out of Russia. 

The gold was part of the Impe- 
rial subtreasury at Kazan which 
Kolchak took to, Siberia when 
driven eastward in 1918. Four 
members of Kolchak’s Government 
and staff, who had the secret of 
where the gold was hidden, made 
the deal with the Parisian banker. 

According to the terms of this 
deal, they will get one-fourth of 
the gold in exchange for disclosing 
its hiding place, if the banker can 
induce the Soviet Government to 
accept half and allow him to take 
the other half.

The Tree Situation in Forest Park. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HB article in your issue of Sept, 20 

about the replacement \of trees in 
Forest Park destroyed by the sewer job 
was read with great interest. As a 
great lover and close Observer of trees, 
I am prompted to make the following 
comment: 

Why the sudden concern about the loss 
of 480 trees, destroyed to make way for 
a long needed improvement that will 
enhance the pleasure of all who visit 
Forest Park far beyond the value of the 
relatively few trees sacrificed, when 
thousands of finer and better trees are 
slowly dying in our city’s playground for 
want of a little intelligent attention and 
care? 

As one who has driven through our 
beautiful park at least once each day 
for the last seven years, I have been 
appalled by the apparent lack of con- 
cern for its trees. Occasionally one sees 
a crew of men cutting off dead limbs 
here and there in a desultory sort ‘of 
fashion, while even the most casual ob- 
server will sense the need of a well 
thought out program of treatment and 
attention if the beautiful wooded areas 
in our park are to be preserved for fu- 
ture generations. 

Of what -value the millions of dollars 
spent for bear pits, snake and monkey 
houses, art museum, golf courses and 
municipal theater in a parkland graced 
only by small planted trees such as 
might be found in any newly developed 
subdivision? Every storm takes a heavy 
toll ef our trees and in almost every in- 
stance it will be noted that the dam- 
aged and broken trees had been seri- 
ously weakened by decay—decay which 
the science of tree surgery can elim- 
inate and control as readily as does the 
dentist in the every day practice of his 
profession. 

In this age when experts and special- 
ists are called in to solve our every prob- 
lem from city planning to traffic con- 
trol and garbage collection, why not 
sponsor the spending of a few dollars 
and have some qualified authority sur- 
vey our parks and tell us how wanton 
has been our neglect of the only things 
We possess that money cannot buy? At 
great expense we build monkey houses, 
bear pits and bandstands and because 
of their cost we maintain and preserve 
them. God and nature gave ws trets in 
abundance and because they were gifts 
we neglect and ignore their mute ap- 
peals for aid. : 

A friend, with many years’ experience 
in the practice of tree preservation, once 
said to me that $10,000 spent each year 
for 10 years on the trees in Forest Park 
would, except for the normal casualty 
rate that obtains in all forms of life, 
practically eliminate the terrific annual 
loss of trees that we have come to ac-

| House’s Color to 
' Suit Style, Setting | 


RB you having yeur house 
A paintea this fall? 
The color scheme you decide 
on should be more or less de- 
termined by the type of the house, 
says the October American Home. 
The Bneglish cottage calls to mind 
brown timbers and neutral plaster, 
a far cry from the brilliant note 
possible on homes of Southern Eu- 
ropean inspiration. White for the 
small Colonial house has become 
almost standardized. Yet there 
were lovely homes of this ;type 
painted yellow in the old days. Or 
the soft silver gray of weathered 
wood may be captured in stain or 
paint for the Early American home, 
situated where soot or highway 
dust makes white a luxury. 


The surroundings, too, should in- 
fluence the decision. Adjacent 
homes enter the picture and their 
color must be considered for com- 
plete harmony. The house deep 
among the trees can be treated 
with warm or brilliant tones to 
offset the play of light and shade, 
while an identical structure high 
on a wind-blown hilltop will ap- 
pear more safely anchored if tied 
to ils surroundings by earthly col- 
ors. Houses by the sea take more 
kindly to vivid hues than do their 
counterparts in town. 

Remember that light colors make 
the small house larger and vice 
versa, that the house in shade 
should avoid darker tones and the 
large home on a small lot should 
wear a sober covering, adds the 
American Home writer. In the 
main the color scheme should be 
kept simple, for contrasting colors 
emphasize each, other, and the va- 
riegated dwelling lacks repose. 


THE GARDEN IN THE AUTUMN 


(National Garden Bureau.) 


SOW FLOWER SEEDS THIS FALL 


ALL sowing of. certain flower 

seeds has proved to be such a 

substantial success that up-to- 
date gardenegs make it a point to 
get the bulk of their annual seed 
in the ground before the ground 
freezes and snow flies and that 
much work is out of the way of 
the spring rush. The great advan- 
tage of this fall sowing is that an- 
nuals are coming into bloom in 
the garden by the time the late tu- 
lips have passed and are in full 
blow after the burst of bloom of 
the iris so there is no hiatus in 
continual color in the garden. x 

Most useful ‘ot all the annuals 
for fall sowing are the annual 
poppies, both the Shirley and the 
opium types. There is a revival 
of interest in the latter, the huge 
fluffy peony-like blooms which 
have aroused much admiration 
after being in eclipse for some 
years due to the popularity of the 
Shirley types. The weakness of 
the opium type, showy 4s it is, is 
the shortness of its blooming pe- 
riod, a single plant producing no 
more than three or four blooms 
while a well-grown. Shirley will 
produce scores. 

For continual poppies, the first 
sowing must be made this fall. 
These will be first to flower next 
year. Next spring make another 
sowing and the plants from this 
seeq will come into bloom just as 
the first crop is waning. A third 
sowing will carry the display well 
through the summer. 

The fall sown poppies come in- 
to bloom just in time to prove 
beautiful companion pieces for the 
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statdly deliphiniums. The red 
Flanders or American Legion pop- 
py with the deep blue larkspurs, 
the lighter pink, rose and salmon 
hues with the lighter blues make 
as beautiful a color combination 
as can be found in the garden. It 
should be borne in mind that red 
and blue are complementary colors 
and the two should be of the same 
intensity for most effective har- 
mony. Pale blue and pink are 
merely full blue and full red di- 
luted with white. 

It is best to buy new seed of 
Shirley poppies each year rather 
than to trust to home-grown seed. 
The strain runs out because few 
gardeners take the trouble or have 
the heart to destroy blooming 
plants that are not as puré of col- 
or as they ought to be, In this way 
the color degenerates. 

Commercial seed is harvested 
only from selected plants. No con- 
sideration of decoration enters into 
it and the colors ‘are kept up to 
standard. 


z Clean Picture Frames 


VEN the most beautiful pieture 
may be marred by a frame that 
has become soiled and dusty. 
hung outside of convenient reach 
of the dust cloth, they are likely 
to be overlooked during house- 
cleaning time. When neglected for 
a long time, picture frames ac- 
cumulate a coating of dust and soot 
which ordinarily will not respena 
to dusting. 
in such cases, a soft brush and 
mild soapsuds will loosen the dirt 
without damaging the surface, 
whether it is painted, varnished or 
gilded. Shake the brush free of as 
much water as possible, then scrub 
the frame gently. paying special at- 
tention to all corners? erevices and 
grooves. A blotter held against the 
inside of the frame will protect the 
glass and prevent moisture from 
working inside. 


Rinse off the soap with a cloth 
squeezed out-of clear, warm water. 


Dry thoroughly and polish with a 


clean oft cloth.
